How to Visit tho Qneeu. 


Should you be invited by Queen Vic- 
toria to dinner, the following, according 
to Edmund Yates in the New York Tri- 
bune^ is some of the etiquette that you 
will have to observe: 


Guests are expected to arrive in time 
to dress for dinner, and they leave after 
breakfast the next morning. 
The rule 
is for guests to repair to the corridor in 
full dress at 8:30 o'clock, the dinner be- 
ing 8:4:5, and the Queen comes in from 
her own apartments just as the clocks 
chime the quarter, bows to tho company 
and proceeds into the oak room, where 
tho meal is served. 
The dinner is al- 
ways excellent and the wines are superb, 
but the conversation at the table is of 
course most vapid and conventionaU Af- 
ter dinner the company usually stand 
about the corridor, or go into one of the 
tJirco drawing rooms which adjoin it. 
The Queen speaks a few moments to 
each person in succession, then retires, 
and the guests sec her no more, as she 
never appears in the morning; so that a 
visit to the Castle does not involve much 
persomil intercourse with her Majesty, 
After the Queen is gone to her rooms, 
tho company remain in one of tho draw- 
ing rooms for music or whist, and when 
tho ladies retire tho men adjourn to tho 
smoking room, in which is a billiard 
table, a very comfortable snuggery.

At the Pcchiney Works, at Salindrcs, 
France, caustic soda is now prepared for 
the market iu leaves or flakes. This is 
effected by allowing the hot supersatu- 
rated liquor to flow from a funnel be- 
' tween hollow rollers, which latter are 
kept cool down to a low point by the 
circulation of cold water within them. 


Clay which is pure white, and that 
also which is discolored, and has been 
washed to bring it to a uniform shade of 
color, is used by the manufacturers of 
paper hangings to give the smooth satin 
surface to the finished paper. 
It is used 
by mixing it up with a thin size, apply- 
ing it to the surface of the pieces of 
paper, and then polishing it by means of 
brushes driven by machinery. 


Recent investigations 
by Professor 
Geddes^ of Edinburgh, Scotland, have 
led him to reject the commonly accepted 
views of the origin of thorns. 
He has 
found that there is a more or less devel- 
oped general contrast in vegetative habit 
between thornless and thorny varieties. 
T.. 1 thorny varieties or species show a 
more diminishing vegetativeness than 
t h e i r thornless congeners; in fact, they 
frequently develop their thorns by the 
actual death of their germ points. 


The cutting of veneers is now done by 
electricity. 
The veneering machine, in- 
stead of cutting or shaving around the 
entire circumference of the log, as usual, 
takes a thin slice from the flat side of it, 
The logs are of any diameter, and are 
cut into lengths of ten feet. The veneer- 
ing cutting knife is fixed between two 
parallel shafts, and the log is carried up 
and down in front of it with a circular 
motion by revolving cranks, and is fed 
against the knife by a retchet and pawl, 
to the ordinary manner. 


The Division of Time. 


A *'solar day" is measured by the ro- 
tation of the earth upon its axis and^ is 
of dillerent lengths, owing to the ellip- 
ticity of the earth's orbit and other 
causes; but a mean solar day is twenty- 
four hours long, as recorded by time 
pieces, 
Au '»astronomical' day" com- 
mences at noon and is counted from the 
first to the twenty-fourth hour, A ''civil 
day" commences at midnight and is 
counted from the first to the twelfth 
hours, when it is again countcd from the 
first to the twelfth at night. 
A "nau- 
tical day" is counted as a "civil day," 
only that the reckoning is begun at noon, 
as with the ' 'astronomical day." 
A 
"calendar month" varies in length fron: 
twenty-eight to thirty-one days. A mean 
' 'lunar month" is twenty-nine days, 
twelve hours, forty-four minutes, two 
seconds and 5.24 thirds. 


A "year" is divided in 365 days. 
A 
"solar year," which is the time occupied 
by the suu in jmssing from one vernal 
equinox to another, consists of 305,31244 
solar days, which is equal to 3G5 days, 
five hours, iorty-eight minutes aud 49,536 
seconds, 
A "Julian year" is 365 days. 
A "Gregorian year" is 365.2425 days. 
Every fourth year is "Bissextile" or "leap 
year," and is 366 days in length. 
The 
error in the Gregorian mode of reckon- 
ing time umounts to but one day iu 3571.-

value of the phonograph-even in ita 
present condition is indisputable. Musi- 
cians are divided, and probably always 
will be, as to the manner in which cer- 
tain famous svmphonies ought to be 
conducted. The metronome marks used 
bv Beethoven are but uncertain guides 
at best, while nc written directions as to 
dynamic values, expression, etc., ^are 
worth much. The phonograph will al 
least make-it possible for the musician 
of the future to know^ exactly how oui 
comrjosers wished their music given, foi 
it wfll repeat that music as played to- 
dav, with every shade of expression, 
with all its infinite changes of time. 
Moreover, the phonograph will offer tc 
the composer that long sought iustru< 
ment. an automatic recorder of improvi- 
sation uoon the piano or other instru. 
ment. In the far-off future, when oui 
descendants wish to compare our simpl« 
little Wagner operas with the complej 
productions of their own days, requiring, 
perhaps, a dozen orchestras, playing IE 
half a dozen different keys at once, thej 
will have an accurate phonographic rec- 
ord of our harmonic simplicity. 


At present but few of the new pho- 


nographs have been finished, and those 


'- only tor exhibition purposes. 
When 


then will be offered for sale seems to b« 
doubtful; probably within a few months. 
Mr Edison savs that by the beginning 
of lSi'0 the phonograph -will be far less 
of a curiositv than the telephone is now, 
and that he could begin selling the in- 
struments at once if he were fully satis- 
fied with them. There is always some- 
thing which needs improveing. Just at 
nresent there is needed a lunnel for so 
magnifying the sound that if the instru- 
ments is placed in the center of a table 
all the persons sitting around can heai 
its reading or its music.

vear it has been the same story—the 
phonographs will be ready for sale next 
mon th. It was so a year ago, and it may 
be so a vear from now. But these many 
delays, which have made people rathei 
skeptical as to the doings of the phono- 
eraph,do no mate the wonders achieved 
less wonderful, or warrant any doubts aa 
to the vast possibility which the little 
device contains.—Atlantic Jfonthly.

now LONG SHALL THE COW GO DRY. 
As regards the period of time that the 
milch cow should go dry before calving, 
that depends upon the animal itself, and 
the care taken of her. 
If she is from a 
line of ancestors that have been bred for 
milk and fed for milk, and she has been 
so kept as to stimulate the secretion of 
milk to the highest point, it may be bet- 
ter than she should not go dry at all. If 
she is bred from a line of scanty milkers, 
she will naturally go dry, or nearly dry, 
for some months before calving, and it 
will be almost a M-aste of grain to try and 
change her from this tendency. 
But 
with the ordinary good cow, the time 
that she will remain in milk may be 
lengthened by judicious feeding and 
care, and if this is done while young, it 
will not only continue as a habit with 
her, but she v;ill transmit it in a stronger 
degree to her ofEspring. 
With 
the 
present opportunities for selliLg milk in 
our manufacturing villages, 
and the 
creameries for making butcer, which en- 
able one to do nearly as well in winter as 
in spring or fall, it will pay to keep the 
cows in milk as long as the inillc is 
sufiicient to pay for the grain given. 
For this purpose feeds of wheat bran or 
middlings arc better than richer grains.

TTHK TUUE WAT TO COOK HICE. 


Wash a pint of rice in two waters» 
picking out all discolored grains. 
Have 
ready a saucepan containing two quarts 
of boiling, well-saltcd water.

rice into this, cover closely and boil hard 
twenty minutes, stirring frequently. At 
the end of that time when a grain is 
rubbed between the lingcis it will bo soft 
on the outside, but a little hard in the 
middle.

HINTS OV sour MAKIKG. 


In making soups always use about one 
quart of water to one pound of meat and 
one teaspoonful of salt. 


Salt causes the scum to rise aud there- 
fore makes the soup clearer. 
Uncover 
your soup kettle as little as you con- 
veniently can while it is boiling, and 
then only to skim the substancc that 
rises to the surface. 


Always remove all of the scum before 
putting iu the vegotablea. 


In using fresh meat for soup always 
put it on in cold water and as it boils 
down fill up with boiling water from 
the 
teakettle. 
Cold 
water 
draws 
the juices from the me?it; hot water seals 
up the outside fiber and shuts the juiccs 
in. 


In order to get the full" strength from 
the meat it should boil slowly a long 
time. 
The meat becomc 
tough when 
cooked hurriedlv. 


Take great care in seasoning soups 
that no one seasoning predominates. 


It is very easy to season soup 
too 
highly, 
and you should rather lack 
seasoning, which can be easily added, 
rather than put in too much, which can- 
not be taken out. 


The water in which game has been 
boiled makes an excellent soup if a little 
more stock orfrcbh meat be added. 


A few slices of celery cut fine add a 
delicious flavor to soup, or a tiny pinch 
of celery seed may be used. 


If you wish your soup to be of a fine 
amber color grate a carrot into it as soon 
as the scum has been removed. 


If you Vi'ish it of a bright red color 
use bright red tomatoes. 


To 
color soup green use 
spinach. 
Pound it, press out the juice aud add it 
to the soup just before serving. 


If you wish soup brown the flour 
should be browned, and burnt brown

Let them rise in a warm 
place for two or three hours, 
iMake up 
into small biscuit or bun shaped cakes, 
lay close together on a well buttered tin, 
and bake for fifteen minutes in a quick 
oven. 


Koumiss—As it is uot always con- 
venient to buy this healthful driuk the 
best plan is to make it and have it ou 
hand. 
Into one quart of new milk put 
one gill of fresh buttermilk, or, if pre- 
lerred, one teaspoonful of yeast. 
Mix 
and add four lumps of white sugar; let 
the sugar dissolve; then put tho milk in 
a warm place to stand ten hours, when it 
will bo thick; pour it from one vessel 
into another until it becomes 
smooth;

Where Coral Comes Prom. 


The largest quantity and the hnnd- 
.X)mest corals come from tho Algermn 
coast. 
These coral grounds have been 
worked since the middle of the sixteenth 
century. 
Other coral grounds are found 
on the coast of Sicily, Corsica, Sardinia, 
Spain, the Balearics and Provenco. More 
than 500 Italian barks and over 4300 per- 
sons are engaged in tho coral fishery.

The 
Italian jishermen pay a high royalty to 
the French Government for their right 
of fishing for corals on the Algerian 
coast.
